No Airport But Other Projects 
May Come Here, Maybe 

“This city needs an airport-—or something.”’ 4 

Often that statement is made, and it is true, While this { 
community has many advantages not enjoyed by some cities, 
still an airport and more industrial enterprises would be very 
desirable. 

As to an airport, where could one be placed! What this 
city needs is someone to figure out how a modern airport 
could ‘be placed on the available land. Rocky washes, cit- 
rus groves, railway tracks or power lines are not far away, 
regardless of which way one turns to hunt for a suitable 
site within che Upland district. 

Construction of an airport has been advocated in these 
columns and by many individuals. Investigations have been 
made and the apparent answer is—where could one feasibly 
be placed? 

In recent weeks very definite efforts have been made by 
the Wpland chamber of commerce to find a suitable site for 
an industry requiring a sizeable acreage. Climatic condi- 
tions were also thoroughly investigated and the men con- 
eerned in the proposed project were highly enthusiastic over 
everything, except the physical layout of the proposed site.

The charge for direct relief, de- 
spite the SRA caseload added to 
county welfare rolls in July, was 
$26,400, or $3,600 lower than in 
September, 1940, when direct re- 
lief costs totaled $30,000. 

Old age pension costs, despite 
an increase in the number of re- 
cipients, totaled $185,750, a reduc- 
tion of $4,250 from $190,000 paid 
in September, 1940. The cost of 
aid granted the blind dropped 
$700. However, the cost of aid 
granted children totaled $24,800 
last month, an increase of $3,500 
from the $21,300 paid in Septem- 
ber last year.

That the rice bowls of war- 
stricken Chinese may be filled, 
that their bodies may be clothed 
and warmed and that their ills 
may be eased, Upland residents 
are asked not to forget the “rice 
bow!” collection boxes placed on 
counters in Upland stores to re- 
ceive the pennies, nickels, dimes, 
quarters or folding money for 
United China Relief. 

Throughout the remainder of 
October the collection for relief 
will continue. And every penny 
will go directly for relief work, 
it was said by Louis B. Jacobs, 
regional director of the United 
China Relief drive in Southern 
California, when he visited Up- 
land chamber of commerce this 
week. :
